FOREWORD 


The Print and Drawing Annual of the San Francisco Art Association 
brings each year before the local public the best work in the graphic 
media done in this region, as well as a considerable representation from 
elsewhere. For those who follow regularly exhibitions here, and who ap- 
preciate the quality of the intimate and unassuming techniques which form 
the greater part of this Annual, it is always an interesting review of the 
work of established artists, and a chance as well to discover newcomers 
of ability. It is never a spectacularly popular show, for graphic work is 
predominantly in black and white, and the general public is likely, for 
lack of special training, to overlook the technical qualities so important 
in appreciating prints, and to note only their subject-matter, while the in- 
timacy, spontaneity and directness of drawings often seem defects of 
incompleteness to those accustomed to the finished work of painters and 
sculptors. Yet, drawings provide frequently engaging insight into the 
artist's first idea and impression, and a freshness and sincerity that he is 
not always able to preserve in more ambitious works. Prints, with their 
multiple examples, and the diverse effects provided by the various media, 
offer art of quality at modest price for everyone. 

Color print processes, exemplified this year by some distinguished 
examples, promise to win a larger public for such exhibitions as this, for 
they broaden the appeal of the print and add a decorative quality apparent 
to all. The silk print, or serigraph, is a relative novelty for local artists, 
but a few are already exploring its resources to good effect, finding a 
possibility for satisfactorily personal expression and style. This year some 
collages add further variety to the exhibition. 


It is encouraging that despite war conditions here so many artists had work 
to submit, and in their work give evidence that they are able to turn some 
energy to creative expression, to the perfection of their craft and to ex- 
perimentation in techniques. The Print and Drawing Annual is usually 
a sound and lively exhibition; this year it has maintained its standards of 
quality, and, if anything it offers greater variety than ever before.
